Canada's War Finances 
Criticized by Economists 

Amendment Motion to Admit Co-eds to 
Club Membership Defeated by 
Decisive Vote 



IVo papers on Canada's "Mone- 
laiy and V'inaiu-ial War rolicicf," 
wore presented at the l'ollllcal 
Economy Club mccling by Jaok 
Lctichcvsky and SIcwavl Willis. 
Tlte tweeting was held la>( night In 
the McGill Union. Prior lo the 
(Nipcrs, a spirited debate took place 
on the motion that wontcn sludciits 
ip coonomies be admitted to iiioni- 
bership in the Club. The motion 
was dffoaltst l\v a vole of 21 lo IP. 
and l\v n vcoviuni, Î1 to 18. A> the 
Club's constitution provides for any 
motion amcndiitg the constitution to 
be carried by a two-thirds vole, the 
defeat was decisive. Appeals were 
made in the name of democracy, 
•md argtimcnt.< wfi'c aitvniu-cd to 
keep llic club an cm-Iusivc m.»lc 
organization. A i'liKKCsUon was 
made that the women form their 
own club, and perhaps an'angc for 
joint meetings. Some criticism was 
made about the method of present- 
ing the women's point of view on 
the matter, but it w,-«! cmpli«.M.-A'd 
that this must not have any advri-.'.c 



influence on the otilentne ot the 

vole. 

Following Ihi.t the main business 
of the cvmliip prorcrried, a dls- 
i-u.'isioii of Iho subject "Monelary 
ami F'lnanclal War Policies ot Can- 
ada." Stewart Willis spoke rirsl, 
and outlined the course of action 
of the govrrnmciil In litis rrFpccI 
and lliclr i-oa.'^on.'! for llip policies 
■■(vlo|ilcil ,!.-»ok l.rtii'lu'Viik.v nillc- 
i7.cd tlip policies and prctcnletl what 
lip considers the sounder economic 
policy. 

Stewart Willis pointed out the 
fact thai Ihe present war wh.s .m- 
llclpatrd long before it arrived. ,iiid 
a.v a result It found the country 
prcpari'ii. 

Tlip Kovcrnmcut now has the 
choice of raising money for Ihclr 
war effort by borrowing, taxation 
or inflation. Borrowing will shift 
the financinl burden onto ftitiirc 
generations, but the rc;il co.st will 
still bp born right now due to the 
production ot consumers goocLs we 
niu.-^t forego. Taxation, it carried 
fContlnued 'on^Pagt Pour.;

L.C.G. Headmaster Speaks to 
iDternatioDal Relations Club 



Mr. V. C. Wansbrough Dis- 
cusses Proposals for Post- 
war Reconstruction 



Trie controversy over peace aims, 
and the various proposals for post- 
war economic and political recon- 
struction will be discussed by Mr. 
V. C. Wansbrough M.A. (Oxon.) at 
the first meeting of the Interna- 
tional Relatior*s Club, which will be 
held next Monday evening at 8.15 
p.m. in the R. V. C. Common Room. 

Mr. Wansbrough who is the 
Headmaster of Lo.'.cr Ca.-'.ada Col- 
lege, was formerly a--socia'.cd with 
the History department of McGHl. 
and was a member of the Quebec 
Protestant Education Survey. He 
is an active otticer of the League of 
Nations Society in Canada, and a 
member of the Canadian Institute 
of International Affairs. 

The importance of his subject, 
which will deal with such proposals 
ss the Federal Union Scheme and 
the idea of a United Statr.>i of 
Europe wai recently emphasized by 
Principal Ja-'nei at a Canadian Club 
luncheon, where the Principal said, 
'The signiAcant problem is not how 
long we must wait for victory, but 
how we shall use it when it has 
been obtained. Each of us has a 
direct and continuing responsibility 
for the answer thst v/iU ultimately 
be made to that question." 

Though convening at R. V. C. it 
was stated by the executive that 
the meeting is open to men »a well 
a.' womt/, students. The talk v;ill 
be followed by refreshments and 
discussion,

nRAMA ON THE AIR. 

Much as been wnilten in a rather glooin.v 
and pessimistic vein about the state of wdlo 
dramatic productions up lo now aiiA al>oul tho 
futuit piwpcct.>i of thi.N phase of broadoaslinu. 
Man.v newspaper writers have been quick to 
l'ïounce on radio drama and l<> .lociK-^c it of 
showing lack of onginalii.v. ol depending al- 
most entirely for material on the stage and the 
.vr^r^n, and of having no technique of its own 
—among other things. 

But most adverse critics, in their anxiety 
to pan this art form, arc wont only lo seek out 
actual or imagined fault.^ and to overlook a 
numl>er of positive qualities which to any one 
takir;p s broad \;cw would seem to augur 
well for the future. In other words, too much 
criticism of play production on the air is de- 
voted to what it isn't instead of^to what it is 
and can be. 

♦ * ❖ 

It is too commonly forgotten tha; rsoio. 
is a very youiig ari. There has not been enough 
time for the development of any considerable 
amount of dramatic literature styled especially 
for production on the air. Therefore, material 
previously used for legitimate-stage or screen 
productions has had in most esses to form the 
basis for radio plays. Even so. able radio pro- 
ducers, with a knowledge of how best to make 
use of the facilities peculiar to radio, have 
been able to offer programs that have defin- 
itely enhanced and brought home in mere point- 
ed fashios, certain portions of plays written 
for other media of expression. 

Several writers, moreover have explored 
the possibilities of wjiting expressly for radio, 
and w;".r. d.fi;:;r;:.>- p'=;;f.v;r.g results. Archi- 
bald MacLcish. recently chosen librarian of 
Congress in Washington, has done work in this 
direcUon, and it is to be Hoped that he may 
devote his talents to further improvement and 
development of radio drama. Arch Oboler, has 
over a period, of years written plays and 
sketches for radio that have not been mere 
rehashes of stage and screen plays. He is cur* 
rently doing a weekly series for the NBC Red 
Network 'broadcast Saturdays at 8). Other 
«•rilers have also made promiiing contribu- 
tions that have taken advantage of what radio 
has to offer in the prei,en*.«;ion of drama, 
'i- « « 

The chief problem at the present Ume would 
seem to be this: the best form in which lo have 
a radio play performed is as yet a matter of 
speculation. Both stage and screen have more 
or l«s£ of s mould— albeit riastic— in which 
they can and do shape their producUont. But 
in radio, so many approaches are possible to 
the production of plays, that i.'iC bctt. the one 
that can mo£t effectively utiii/.t ti.c qualities of 
;Uuiiioii. of sound, of visualization, lis;; not yet 
oeen lighted upon. However with radio so 
young and with the acknowledged progress that 
it has ludergone in it£ tn^ny phases, there is 
full justification for the hope that it will de- 
velop lit own drims form, wiiich may one day 
oc jit crtalivt m the other forms. 

One thing more. There has been a tend- 
ency in iKime quarters to Bcixc upon one admit- 
tedly poor radio play, to give it the going-over 
it dcacrvcc, and then to ui>c that as an argu- 
ment that ali drama iis sterile, that it haa nothing 
of value lo offer, that it it; iiiav/kisti or vic^ou.s 
or bolii— and to ,0n ad naubcam. Oiic radio 
play ia bad; ergo, all radio plays ore worthless. 
What could be a more perfect example of non 
sequitur? How would the intelligent reader 
receive tuch comment from a motion-picture 
or tiitiitre r.rilu?

Of 
course it is worse when you have to go to 
school here and abide by it as we do, otherwise 
wc suppose it sounds rather like a lark and 
certainly democratic and a very good thing from 
the point of view of somebody's parciil.s. 
Briefly, then, the car ban is a rule which speci- 
fies that no student .so long as he is registered 
al the University of Michigan shall operate any 
motor driven vehicle. It is enforced with all 
sorts of dire penalties by a supcr-ctficicnt Uni- 
versity police force, abetted by Ihc city police, 
too. Actually the cnnctniont is a slate law und 
it is interpreted as meaning Uiat you can't 
drive anywhere in the world while school is in 
session, and you are a registered student. 

At first we understand there were great 
mass meetings of protest and passive resist- 
ance, schemes were tried out in mass form- 
such as creaUng a terrific din with thousands 
of students on roller-skates, until their use was 
banned, and then storming all over campus and 
town on bicycles until their use was restricted 
to certain areas. It has been on about ten 
years, and now it is accepted with a dull, 
sullen resignation.

Icndod lo a "smnll mlnorlly" group, 
then I am thoroughly In disagree- 
ment wit}i him. 

If even a small group of McGIII 
."iludonts feel that conscription is 
imminonl in Canada, and thai ex- 
pression of opinion regarding con- 
scription Is valuable, I feel that 
llicy not only have a perfect right 
to circulate a questionnaire, but 
that it Is their obligation to do so. 
Experience has shown that .sup- 
pression of Iho kind suggested or 
implied by Mr. Boolliroyd never 
accomplishes much, and frequently 
reverses the sentiment in favour of 
the very thing at which suppression 
was aimed. It is said that a gov- 
ernment which is insensitive to 
public opinion, never truly knows 
the sentiments to which Its acllvi- 
tics give rise among its subjects. It 
ultimately must fail lo satisfy them, 
because it does not know what de- 
sires it has to satisfy. 

In exposing the question of con- 
scription to public opinion, doubt 
less, there might arise certain dif 
ficulties, but the embarrassment 
that would be caused to a govern 
ment acting without the expression 
of public opinion, on a question of 
conscription, would far outweigh 
such relatively minor difficulties. A 
government losing the antennae of 
public opinion does not really know 
how to act in the best interests of 
the public whom it is supposed to 
serve. Without the expression of 
public opinion, a government runs 
the risk of ultimate collapse, be- 
cause the policy of the government 
may not coincide with the desires 
of the people which constitute the 
Stale, of which the government is 
only a part. 

Furlliermure, I feel that Mr. 
Boothroyd's idea on taking a stand 
in regard to an issue such as con- 
scription is somewhat juvenile. Hé 
places the difficulty in making a 
decision on the fact that a decision 
made at any one time may have to 
be changed later, because condi- 
tions may be changed. No one 
would disagree with this. But tha 
problem is rather to find an inter» 
prelalion of prevailing conditions, 
which muit necessarily be the fac- 
tors governing Ihe decision in any 
Issue at any time. 

All inslilulions like conscription, 
which affect every citizen in a 
country, are subject to criticism; 
yet it is only through criticism that 
evils ari! seen and lemetlied. 'I'hc 
hope that free speech and the re- 
spect nf public opinion will pre- 
vail in a counU-y, and certainly 
wilhin the imivorslly, is, I hope, 
niolivaled by Iho same reasons that 
enciiiuagod Mr, Boothroyd nnd the 
other nionibers of the Law Uiulei- 
graduale Society, in Iho lituiid they 
took roconlly on the issuo of free 
speech. 

! .should Ihercfore stiggcst to Mr, 
Bnnlluoyd and olher likQ-minded 
gentlomon lhal they spend their 
exuberance of criticism not on the 
inception of the ((ucsllonnalrc lir 
the "small minoi'ily" that U> respon- 
sible fur It, but rather on the con- 
tent and form and possible inter- 
pretation that such a questionnaire 
might consciously or unconsciously 
be given.
